ELECTED JUSTICE OF PEACE

Due to the local interest in the justice of the peace fight, a 


poll of 65 per cent of the recorded registration was cast in Covina 
city at the primary election on Tuesday. The outstanding re- 
sults of the election were the nearly 4-to-l vote given for Govern- 
or Friend W. Richardson for re-election, who received 356 votes 
as compared to 101 for Young, his nearest opponent. 


' Fred T. Beaty, the candidate for supervisor in the first dis- 


trict, opposing the incumbent, Prescott F. Cogswell, also made 
a remarkable showing in the five Covina city precincts, polling 
a vote of 301 as against the incumbent's 370. Cogswell, however, 
received a vote of nearly 3 to 1 in the Charter Oak, West Covina 
and Covina country precincts. 
The other candidate for this of- 


fice, Mr. Benedict of Pasadena, received only 4 votes. 


Thomas B. Reed, justice of the peace of this township, receiv- 


ed a highly complimentary endorsement by a vote of 2l/z to 1 
over both his opponents. 


The election throughout was characterized by the general 


good nature of the conflicting factions and in many respects it 
was the most satisfactory expression at the polls ever held in 
Covina.

LUMBER INDUSTRY BACKS 


CONSTRUCTIVE POLICIES 


Big lumber companies of the west 


are looking forward 50, 100 and 150 
years mid are replanting more trees 
than they are cutting down. They 
intend to develop their industry 
along permanent lines. Some of them 
are even working up, at little or no 
profit, which was formerly wasted, so 
as to promote timber conservation. 


The National Committee on Wood 


Utilization proposes to save the peo- 
ple $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 an- 
nually on their lumber bills, by us- 
ing more of the trees which go to 
the sawmills. Instead of cutting 
lumber into even lengths and widths, 
as is now done, all the wood will be 
used, no matter what length. A sur- 
vey made by the forest products lab- 
oratory and the department of agri- 
culture shows that in small house 
construction,, almost 50 per cent of 
the lumber could be of odd lengths 
Lumber is seldom cut shorter than 
eight feet, yet one-third of that used 
in building construction is K'ss tlinu 
that length.

Purchased hay and stray are 
almost certain to contain weed seeds, 
end the farmer who buys these can 
not expect to have a weed-free farm. 
"Where hay or straw is purchased, the 
only way to prevent seeds from get- 
ting to the land is to leave the re- 
sulting manure in a pile or prefer- 
ably in a pit for several months be- 
fore spreading.

Control of Citrus 


Scale No Longer 


a Big Gamble 


Growers are interested in a new 


plan Of scale insect control, which, 
it is stated, solves one of the aggra- 
vating problems connected with cit- 
rus culture. 


In orchard fumigation any one of 


several factors may militate against 
success. The velocity of the wind, 
excessively high or low humidity, 
extreme ranges of temperature, the 
particular stage of the insert, or 
carelessness on the part of the fum- 
igating crew, may adversely affect 
what would otherwise be a success- 
ful fumigation. Even with such a 
meritorious and efficient product as 
Citrofume, the citrus fumigant which 
is replacing hydrcyanic acid, such 
failures may, and occasionally do, 
occur. However, the percentage of 
jobs showing unfavorable results is 
comparatively small, so small in fact 
that the California Cyanide com- 
pany, the manufacturers of Citro- 
fume, are unconditionally guaran- 
teeing a commercial kill. This guar- 
antee, which marks a new epoch in 
citrus fumigation, specifies that in 
event of failure, for any reason 
whatever, a complete refumigation 
will be conducted without additional 
cost to the grower for either ma- 
terial or labor. 


The word guarantee has been a 


much-used and much-abused term, 
too often affording opportunity for 
various interpretations, at the option 
of the guarantor. In this connection 
it is worthy of note that the Cali- 
fornia Cyanide company makes the 
county horticultural 
commissioner 


the sole judge as to whether or not 
a successful kill has been obtained. 
The guarantee is, in fact, the equiva- 
lent of an insurance policy, and in 
this respect is unique among the 
practices of the day.

Highway Plan 


Fair, Practical 


(Pasadena Star-News, July 31) 
Fair, comprehensive and construc- 


tive is the state highway measure— 
Initiative No. 8—formulated by the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and to bo voted upon, in No- 
vember. This is truly a scientific 
measure, admirably balanced, devoid 
of extravagance and setting a defi- 
nite goal for rounding out the state 
highway system in California. 


It is not a sectional measure. For 


the first time the state is divided 
fairly and logically for the allocation 


f highway funds. 
The forty-five 


orthern counties 'constitute District 
Jo. 1 and the thirteen southern 
ounties comprise District No. 2. 


One of the fairest, most import- 


nt features of the initiative measure 
s the proposed equalization of dis- 
tribution Of funds as between north- 
rn California and southern Califor- 
nia. There has been inequality in 
liis. The southern counties comprise 
8 per cent of the entire area of the 
tate; they have 50 per cent of the 
topulation of the state; they own 53 
ier cent of all the registered vehicles 
f the state; they pay 50 per cent 
f the construction funds raised by 
he present gasoline tax. And yet 
hese 13 southern counties have re- 
eived only 33 per cent of the con- 
truction funds and have received 
in an average less than 25 per cent 
>f maintenance funds. Under this 
nitiative 
measure, 
all 
highway 


unds -are distributed approximately 
tqually among the two sections. 


The initiative measure classifies 


all state highways as primary or 
.eeondary 
highways. 
Trunklines, 


:ountyseat laterals and interstate 
:onnections are. classed as primary 
lighways. This is a wise classifica- 
:ion, and should be able to put road 
construction a practical, business- 
ike, 
welfare - promoting 
course. 


While development of the 
state 


lighways 
system 
began 
twenty 


years ago, it is deplorable to know 
:hat 
hundreds of miles of primary 


;runk highways, countyseat laterals 
and interstate connections of vital 
importance to the whole state remain 
uncompleted. No trunk highway has 
jeen completed to a bordering state. 
This is a serious flaw. The initiative 
measure would correct it. 


As to financing: This measure 


does not increase or disturb the gas- 
oline tax or registration fees, which 
produced $22,000,000 in 1925. One- 
half of this went to the counties and 
one-half for the maintenance, repairs, 
widening, resurfacing and reconstruc- 
tion of state highways. The measure 
provides for a construction fund of 
$60,000,000, covering a building pro- 
gram period of twelve years. This, 
with federal aid, amounting to $30,- 
000,000, will give a total of $90,000,- 
000 available in equal annual or 
semi-annual installments. 
Of this 


fund, 75 per cent is allocated to the 
completion of primary highways and 
33 per cent of all maintenance 
funds are allocated to assure ade- 
quate maintenance. This promiseB 
needed exteusioua of primary high- 
way B.
